Rebate on Rents 


for Washington 
Tenants Probable 


WASHINGTON, April 19. 
By the Associated Press. 
ASHINGTON landlords 


who have ignored _rent- 

fixing decisions under the 
District of Columbia rent act, 
today faced the prospect of ren- 
tal rebate suits involving hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars as 
a result of the decision of the 
United States Supreme ‘Court 
yesterday, holding the act con- 
stitutional. In estimating the 
amount involved in the rebate 
liabilities of landlords who have 
ignored decisions of the District 
Rent Commission, members of

Strict en- 
forcement of the law and pun- 
ishment of violators was urged 
by District Commissioner James 
F. Oyster, former member of the 
Rent Commission.

Resolution Sponsored by 
President Aloe, Following 
Decision of U. 5. Supreme 
Court on New York Law, 
Unanimously Adopted by 
the Board. , 


COMMITTEE TO 
BE NAMED SOON 


Will Have Power to Force 
Attendance of Witnesses 
and Production of Records 
—Governor to Consider 
Presenting Matter to Legis- 
lature. 


The Board of Aldermen this after- 
noon passed a resolution providing 
for an investigation of rental and 
housing conditions in St. Louis. The 
resolution was introduced by Pres!- 
dent Aloe of the Board, following 
the action of the United States Su- 
preme Court yesterday in sustaining 
the New York City and State hous- 
ing lawe. 

The resolution sets forth that St. 


Louis, in commen with other, cities, 
is suffering from the acute and 


growing shortage of housing facil!- 
ties, which gives unscrupulous land- 


lords an opportunity to profiteer in 


rents. 

Because of this condition, the res- 
olution says, many families are con- 
pelled to live in cramped, insanitary 
and dilapidated quarters while land- 
lords refuse to make necessary re- 


pairs for the comfort and conven- 
lence of their tenants. 

The resolution provides that the 
Legislation Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen be authorized to con- 
duct a searching investigation of the 
rental and housing situation and to 
hold public hearings and summon 
and examine witnesses under oath. 


Provisions of Resolution. 
The resolution, as passed, wa 
amended to provide that the board 


should have power to summon wi. 
nesses and order the production o° 
books and records, this applying no! 
only to landlords, but to repair work- 
ers and material dealers, and all per- 
sons in any line of business which 
enters into housing. 

It is recommended in the reso- 
lution that the committee obtain 
from the City Counselor an opinion 
on the housing laws of New York 
with a view to drawing up similar 
laws for introduction here and that, 
if the City Counselor finds it neces- 
sary to obtain authority from the 
State for the application of such 
laws, Gov, Hyde be asked to lay the 
matter before the Legislature at its 
coming special session, so that the 
principles involved in the New 
York laws may be applied here.

JUST A MINUTE IN MEXICO. 
EXICO CITY.—The approach to the cap- 
Mi of Mexico from the north is the most 
thrilling I have ever experienced. Here 
‘es between mountains that Anahuac Valley

tecs came down from the north to found an 
empire—a rich valley of indescribable beauty, 
with water running in moss-covered old aque- 
cucts, old Spanish churches as soft as dusk 


thrusting their vine-clad domes out of dark 
clusters of trees, the maguey plants growing in 
even rows, the wind rippling the golden grain, 
cattle and sheep grazing in the green pastures, 
the picturesque people everywhere—and over it 
all the romance of a time that makes Mexico 
the American Egypt. 

We reached Mexico City in time for one 
of the big bullfights of the year. As we de- 
trained they asked al! those of us who wished 
fo go direct to the bullfight to go to one side 
of the station. and we ail rushed over with a 
shout. Did you ever go to the ball game, gen- 
tle reader, when the crowd was yelling and you 
rushed upstairs feverishly, three steps at @ 
‘ump? Then you know how we went to the 
bullfight, where 30,000 people were shouting 
themselves hoarse, where the buil was plung- 
ing this way and that and the bulifighters were 
stepping deftly about, waving their red, green 
and scarlet cloaks. Americans do not care a 
great deal about bullfights. Nevertheless, there 
was Mexico on a holiday, with the invisible rich 
peering through the narrow agiits in their boxes, 
ths great colorful throng roaring and the gor- 
reously attired bullfiighters flitting about like 
brilliants in the bright Mexican sunlight. 

When you go to see how the other half of 
the world lives you stand and look at it cu- 
riously. It {sg not your half of the world. Our 
conception of sport is not the Spanish concep- 
tion. All the same, we cannot withhold from 
the bullfighter admiration. A bull is a bull. 
A man who can stand in the bull ring and let 
the bull fan his coattail in a mad rush as the 
man gracefully bows his body and then let the 
bull plunge under his arm as the bright-colored 
cloak is drawn over the infuriated creature's 
horns ts no mollyceddle. There is one bull- 
fighter who gets down on his knees and waves 
his cloak at the bull. Hesays: ‘‘Now you haves 
me, old top. All you have to do is bow! me 
uver.”’ The bull says: “I can't take that. Your 
name is Mud!” Saying which, the bull charges 
with head. lowered and tail flying high—and 
misses again! A shout that shakes Popoca- 
tepl goes up from the crowd. The bullfighter 
rises laughing and atruts off a little. The bull 
etops ard looks up at the cheering throng. 
“Somebody tell me how I missed him that 
time,” he says. Well, there is a reason. They 
tell me a bull closes his eyes when he charges 
ut the cloak. He never deviates from the 
atraight line. They te!l me a bad-natured cow 
would chase everybody out of-the ring because 
she would charge with her eyes open and keep 
right after whomever she hoped to hook. 
After missing awhile the bull goes into the cen- 
ter of the ring and says: “If somebody will 
stand apainst the fence, where he can’t vanish 
into thin air, I will be glad to pin him to it.’ 
This is too much for the bullfighter, who goes 
over to the fence and says: “Here I am—right 
where you wanted me.” The bull can’t be- 
lieve it. It'seems too good to be true. He paws 
ihe ground a little and takes aim. It looks 
like goodnight for the bullfighter as the bu]! 
etraightens out in his charge. The crowd leaps 
+o its feet with bated breath. There !{s a head- 
long lunge, a flash of gold and black—end 
bing! The bull hits the fence! Meanwhile, the 
Qullfighter walks off as one who treads upon 
air. His contempt for the bull, at which he 
never so much as looks back, is so supreme that 
the bull stands there, head and tail drooping, 
fne picture of humiliation. Such ts the bu}!- 
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Aight. The Mexicans like it. They like its bra- 
vado in the true spirit of Spain. Life? It is 
nothing. To risk life is the thing. They carried 
out six bulls and one bullfighter that afternoon. 
Not all of us stayed. None of us could quite 
understand. But we came to see how the other 
half of the world lives—and wasn’t this it? 

The next day we were given luncheon at a 
grove outside of town by the Mexican Railroad 
Administration Across the valley Popoca- 
tepetl was smoking and the white top of Iztac- 
cinuatl (the Lady in White) was gleaming in 
‘he sun. From the luncheon we went to Cha- 
pultepec, where President Obregon received 
tis. There is no more beautiful spot in Mexico 
than this castle tet high on a rock. The castle 
is open to the public. Anyone may go through 
it and see the rich furnishings the Mexicans 
have made, the presents of Napoleon III to the 
Smperor Maximilian and the Queen Carlotta, 
and the gardens amid which Chapultepec looks 
off upon the great white city. There has been 
« city here since the twelfth century. Possibly 
there was a city here centuries before that. 
Here was the capital of the Montezumas, and 
off there in the east Cortez and his men came 
down to the conquest. I will leave it to you. 
Could one stand there as we did and not feel 
the centuries looking down?
